Ouse Valley - Sponsored Walk 

Entrants are oncce again urgently sought by the Wildlife Trust to join in its 
annual Sponsored Walk for Wildlife on Sunday 18th September 1994. The funds 
raised will go towards the future of threatened species including otters, dormice 
and wild orchids. Last year over 200 people stretched their legs along the Ouse 
Valley Way, raising a magnificent total of over £5,000 for local wildlife. 

The Ouse Valley Way, created by Huntingdonshire District Council proved 
so popular with hte walkers that the Wildlife Trust has decided the sponsored 
walk will follow the same route. 

Registration, and parking, takes place at Paxton Pits nature reserve, near St. Neots from 10 - 11 
am. Walkers are then taken by coach to Buckden Marina, the start of the 3 mile walk, or to Houghton 
mile for the 12 mile walk. 

Last year there were teams from BT, Living and Learning, Rotary and local groups. This year the 
Trsut would like more social clubs such as Scouts, Guides, church and school groups to enter. 

By joining the Ouse Valley Walk and getting as many sponsors as possiblw, local people can help 
make the difference to ensure the future of threatened species.

The English summer, what a contrast it can 
be.... we had hot days, we had cold days, we 
also had a bit of rain just to keep things 
green .... this really is a pleasant land. 

T could actually do with a bit more rain than we've 
had, because the level in the pond has dropped 
about 2 feet lower than it normally is, the stream 
through the reserve has stopped flowing making 
it a bit harder for the minnows and sticklebacks. 
The ideal situation would be for it to really pour 
down at night and be sunny during the day, that 
way getting the best of both worlds! 

On a sadder note, I feel I should relate to you a 
couple of incidents which have happened recently 
at the reserve. One of the bat boxes had its nailed- 
on roof knocked off, which disappeared; on the 
western side of the reserve there was a waymarker 
post ( that had coloured arrows showing the bri- 
dleway and footpath direction) that was pulled out 
of the ground and thrown into the undergrowth; 
my road sign for the "Toad crossing" was stolen 
and, wait for it, I have'n't finished yet, the green 
notice-board near the bench was pulled up and 
taken away, last seen being carried by two boys ( 
with more brawn than brains, that is obvious) 
through the streets of Dry Drayton, where a house- 
holder now has it in his garden for me awaiting 
collection ... if one or both of the boys would like 
to get in touch with me, I'm sure we could have a 
chat about this and sort it out (there's obviously 
something missing from their lives if they get their 
fun this way). 

Dragonflies and Damselflies are mating and egg- 
laying on the pond, the newts have done the 
"business" and will be going soon, frogs and toads 
have done theirs, we had a good show of flowers 
around the pond... a good one to look at is the 
water soldier, a free floating plant which floats in 
the summer time and then sinks to the bottom in 
the winter; come the spring it rises up again. 

The bird boxes have been well used (I shall let you 
know more about that soon) with lots of families 
of young in the trees. The hedgehogs are still 
getting run over, but are also having a hard time of 
it at the moment because the worms have gone 
deep due to the dry weather( so a little plate of dog 
food left out at night will help them put on weight 
for the winter). The badgers are still taking quan- 
tities of grass into their setts, so they're doing fine. 











So, apart from the stream and the wanton 
vandalism the reserve is doing o.k.

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John Bunten "Respected Merit" 


"Respected Merit" is possibly a phrase not known to most people but it is a term of affection and 
respect when masons suffer the loss of a brother, and so I feel that it would equally apply to John 
Bunten, a Buff of the highest order. We have indeed lost an exceptional man of the village, a man 
so unique in his approach to life. One thing you can really say, never a man to be found wanting if 
help, aid and generosity was the call of the day, whether it be the young or the old our John was always 
there. 

When I sat in the upper tier of the crematorium and looked down on so many people from all 
walks of life paying their last respects you could only ask yourself who was the man who commanded 
so much love and respect. There must have been well over 100 at the service, Buffs, British Legion 
members, Village Social Club Committee members past and present, members of the various 
sporting sections and so many friends who had come to pay their last respects. I feel the true moment 
of impact hit me when his coffin draped in the Union Jack was about to disappear from view, the 
Royal British Legion flag was draped in his memory. Truly memorable. 

John left the RAF in 1968 having given 22 years of meritorious service, and he and Joan moved 
to Bar Hill, which at the time had few houses, even fewer roads, and virtually no shops or other 
services. He was already a member of the Buffs, having joined them in Germany in 1957 and that 
in itself implies his natural ability to help others, for which the Buffs are renowned. When the British 
Legion was formed in 1984 he lent his shoulder to the wheel even though the monthly meetings 
coincided with the Buffs meetings, giving help and support to make the Legion the success it is today. 

Perhaps his greatest energies were expended in getting the Social Club off the ground. He took 
over as Chairman in 1982 and was involved in the very first appointment of a Club Steward. He was 
Chairman in 1982/3, a committee member in 1983/4, then Chairman again from 1985 - 88. During 
that time he battled for the Club's survival; funds were indeed low and he managed to keep the Club 
H going despite constant VAT and PAYE demands. At that stage he stated that the Club was through 
the worst and and we would reap further benefits from the improving circumstances, consequent 
upon which a Club expansion scheme was put into operation to increase the floor space, remove 
the internal staircase, install new toilet facilities and provide a separate staircase leading directly 
into Club premises. This was achieved through a lot of hard work in obtaining donations from 
Domino, the Parish and District Councils, Breweries, VWHMC and Club contributions. 

Joan equally played her part as secretary from June 1985 to March 1988. We can be extremely 
grateful for their combined efforts on the Club's behalf. 

John was instrumental in forming and running the youth Pool team and was an active member 
of the cribbage club. He was made President of the Bar Hill Football Club. 

Graham Sadler, Chairman of the Social Club, will be doing him further honour by placing a 
t plaque above the bar in his memory. I feel sure his name will never be erased from our memories 
and that in future you will care to lift your glass to the plaque in his memory. 

I am sure that heartfelt best wishes and condolences go to Joan and her family from all of the 
people of Bar Hill and if they are ever in need in time to come they will know where to turn. 

[ had forgotten to mention that John ran a driving school - I just wondered when he had the time 
to do this and all his other activities. Joan simply put it" We hardly ever saw him" he was always so 
busy. 

My last sincerest thanks on behalf of Joan go to those valuable members of the Social Club and 
the Buffs, Dave Skelson, Neil Hassall, Graham Sadler, Graham Spence and Anne Waldron who 
all pitched in at the time of the crisis. My thanks to you all.
